Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed April 15, 2006 with respect to claims 1, 2, 4, 7-12, 15 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection therefore has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-12, 15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Om'Mani (U.S. Pat. No. 6,603,331) teaches An integrated circuit 
(Fig. 2 item 200), comprising: a functional circuit (e.g. Fig. 2 item 105) coupled to a 
plurality of terminals (Fig. 2 items 115) including first, second and third terminals of the 
integrated circuit, wherein the first terminal is adapted to withstand a first maximum 
voltage relative to the second terminal, wherein the third terminal is adapted to 
withstand a second maximum voltage relative to the second terminal, wherein the 
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second maximum voltage is substantially greater than the first maximum voltage; a 
detector circuit (Fig. 2 item 205 see column 3 lines 34-36) coupled to detect a voltage at 
the third terminal, the detector circuit having a first state (where transistor item 210 is 
open) when the voltage at the third terminal is less than a first threshold, the detector 
having a second state (where transistor item 210 is closed) when the voltage on the 
third terminal is greater than a second threshold; and a selector circuit (Fig. 2 item 140) 
coupled to the detector circuit and the functional circuit, the selector circuit to select one 
of at least two distinct modes (verify mode see column 4 line 38 and claim 1 operational 
mode and test mode) of operation for the functional circuit in response to the plurality of 
terminals. Om'Mani does not teach the power switch coupled a power switch coupled 
between the third terminal and the second terminal, the power switch to switch high 
voltage at the third terminal in normal operation of the integrated circuit to control a 
power supply; a high voltage buffer circuit coupled to the third terminal; a voltage 
regulator circuit coupled to the high voltage buffer circuit: g. functional circuit coupled to 
the voltage regulator circuit, to the first terminal and to the power switch; a detector 
circuit coupled to the high voltage buffer circuit to detect a voltage at the third terminal, 
the detector circuit having a first state when the voltage at the third terminal is less than 
a first threshold. These further limitations to claim 1 are not taught or rendered obvious 
by the prior art.
